NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—A statement made 
by Capt. McClusky gives a most remarkable 
iurn to the $10,000,000 Rice mystery, as it 
goes to show one of two things, namely, a 
plot, deeper and more complex than has yet 
been indicated or the entire absence of a 
conspiracy to plunder the estate of millions. 

Capt. McClusky has seen the certified copy 
of the second will alleged to have been made 
by William Marsh Rice on June 30 last. Ac- 
cording to the terms of this will: 

Albert T. Patrick, the iawyer, is not to 
receive one dollar for himself. 

Charles F. Jones, the valet, is not to re- 
ceive one dollar. 

All of the relatives of Mr. Rice named as 
legatees in the first will are to receive larg- 
er bequests by the second will than they 
would have received under the first will. 

The William M. Rice Institute of Hous- 
ton, Tex., named as residuary legatee in 
the first will, receives nothing by the sec- 
ond will. 

Patrick, by the second will, is named as 
residuary legatee, it being expressly stipu- 
lated in the document that he is to devote 
the money to the perpetuation of the name 
of William Marsh Rice by the establishment 
of a charity, the details of which had been 
communicated to him verbally and in writ- 
ing by the testator. 


Patrick Would 

Control $10,000,000. 

By the terms of this second will, Capt. 
MeClusky said, Patrick, the lawyer, would 


come into the control of nine-tenths of the | 


estate of Mr. Rice, which is vaiued at $1°,- 


000,000. 

Capt. McClusky said that the William M. 
Rice Institute of Houston, Tex., has no ac- 
tual existence. It is no building, but it has 
a full beard of officers. All the plans of the 
building and the detallg of its purposes have 
been perfected, but it has never got beyond 
an existence on paper. 

This institute was to have been established 


on lines somewhat similar to those of Coop- | 


er Union and to have been operated on the 
same broad plane of philantrophy. 

Just what precaution the aged millionaire 
took, if the second will be genuine, to see to 
it that Patrick faithfully and conscientious- 
ly carried out the charitable plan is not 
known. 

Capt. Baker is named as co-executor with 
Patrick by the second will. Patrick. it was 
alleged, after Capt. Baker's arrival here, 
made a proposition to the Texas lawver by 
which he (Patrick) was not to qualify as 
executor, thereby doubling the fees that 
Capt. Baker would be entitled to. It is as- 
serted that this proposition was made in 
the hope of inducing Baker to cease his of 
position to the probate of the “second will.” 

Tt has also been ciaimed that the purpose 
of increasing the individual bequests in the 
second will over the amounts named in the 
first will, was to win over the support of 
the relatives of Rice to the second docu- 
nent. 

The aged millionaire had some two dozen 
nephews and nieces in addition to one other 
brother and two sisters. By the terms of 
the first will, which was executed in Hous- 
ton, Tex., in 1896, the nephews and nieces, 11 
is said, were to receive $10,000 each. By the 


terms of the second will, it said, they are to | 


get $15,000 each. The bequests to the brother 
and two sister8 were increased proportfon- 
ately.

FOR GOOD OF THE SOCIETIES. 


Some of the Advantages Which It Is 
Said Would Accure From a Gen- 
eral Consolidation. 


a , 

The proposition to bring about a central 
organization of what is known as the shop 
mutual aid societies has not taken definite 
shape. And while yet in a preliminary 
stage, the completion of it is assured. Said 
a member: 

“As at present existing these societies, 
while having some real value to their 
members, lack that importance as well as 
financial assistance to members that would 
come were they united. Under the system 
now in force the benefits are small, while 


‘if united a valuable insurance bencfit couid 


be attached, while now only a few are able 
to pay more than $100 in case of death.” 

These shop societies are made up of the 
mechanics and laborers employed in fac- 
tories and probably 10,000 would be a con- 
servative estimate of aheir strength when 
combined. They all work under their own 
autenomy and. operate as indiyidual ,so- 
cic ties. ibe ase 

These little societiés are scattered all over 
town, and their members are jealous of any 
efiort put forward to bring about a general 
amalgamation, although despite this oppe- 
sition the idea continues to grow fairly 
fast. For several years occasional efforts 
have been made to organize a general body 
but without success,

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A MONOPOLY OF FOOD. 


Sfr Thomas Lipton announces that he controls practically 
all the pork in the United States, but says he does not mean 
to raise prices to an exorbitant figure. He “will be satisfied 
with a fair profit.” 

It is sweet and commendable in Sir Thomas not to misuse 
the advantage he has obtained, but the fact that he has 
obtained it raises a very grave question. 

If a foreigner can get possession of pork, why not of wheat 
or corn or in fact all the food product of the country? It 
geems to be a matter of money and combination. The anthra- 
cite coal monopoly has, by these means, acquired permanent 
possession of the coal fields. It puts up and pulls down 
prices without reference to anything, but the interest of the 
combine. It Is rossible, by the same method, to monopolize 
all the food of the land. | 

The principle of monopoly involves the power of life and 
death over those who must use monopolized necessaries. 

If the common law which provided protection against such 
monopolistic power and punished all monopolistic wrong doers 
cannot be enforced, where shall we look for a remedy for such 
“evils? It is a question which cannot be lightly dismissed as 
too remote for practical consideration. It is upon us even 
/mow, and must be answered. 
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The gaslight in the home has become so poor that it 
ecarcely competes with Uncle Henry’s moonlight. 
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POLITICAL APATHY OF WOMEN. 
A partial franchise was granted women by the Illinois 
‘Legislature in 1894. 

In that year the registration of women tn Chicago was 
29.815. In 1896 it fell to 5636. In 1898 it sank to 1488, and in 
1900 is practically nothing. 

Of course a partial franchise is no great boon in the eyes 
of ambitious women, but it seems strange, if there is any de- 
sire for political privileges, that they do not take what they 
can get and make it a step to something better. 

Politically, women are apathetic. That is what recent experi- 
ments in the direction of political equality go to show. If 
there is anything better than this surface meaning the suf- 
fragists have not brought it out.

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OF INTEREST TO MISSION WORKERS. 


Thursday's Post-Dispatch was of unusual interest to mis- 
gion workers and those who desire to be informed as to the 
Goings of missionaries in various parts of the world. 

It contained a report of the session of American Board of 
Foreign Missions of the Congregational Church, at which Rev. 
Judson Smith defended the missionaries who have been 
charged with responsibility for the troubles in China. 

A notable feature was the page devoted to strange stories 
eof foreign peoples told by well-known missionaries among 
those attending the board session. Some of these stories, 
guch as that by Pr. Sprague regarding the “living gods” or 
incarnations of Buddha, as they are called, in Thibet, are so 
strange as to be almost unbelievable. 

These Buddhist leaders believe themselves to be actual
